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Rice pleads guilty to Clark bank robbery

A Clay City woman arrest¬ 
ed last August and charged 
with robbing a bank 12 
years ago has pleaded guilty 
to the crime. Last Thursday 
Samantha Rice plead guilty 
in court. 

Powell County Sheriff 
Danny Rogers arrested Rice, 
41, at her mothers home on 
Fourth Avenue in Clay City. 
According to Rogers, who 
was assisted by his chief dep¬ 
uty, Robert Mathews and a 
sheriff s office detective Larry 
Patterson, Rice allegedly took 
part in an armed robbery of 
the Community Trust Bank 
in Winchester. That robbery 
took place on Dec. 18, 2002 
and $1,999 was taken. 

Reports back then stated 
that officers were called to 
the bank at just after 12:30 
p.m. on that day in 2002. 
Bank employees and wit¬ 


nesses told police that a man 
and a woman walked into 
the bank in the Winchester 
Plaza shopping center. The 
man demanded money from 
the teller and lifted his shirt 
to show a gun tucked into 
his waistband. The teller fol¬ 
lowed the mans demand and 
the female suspect, alleged¬ 
ly Rice, collected the money 
before leaving. 

Police got a good descrip¬ 
tion of both suspects as they 
apparently did not wear a 
mask. Witnesses also gave a 
description of the getaway 
car. 

According to the sheriffs 
office, information was given 
to them a couple of months 
ago about the unsolved crime. 
The offices detectives began 
an investigation. The Powell 
County Sheriffs Office 
informed the Winchester 
Police Department and 
indictments were returned in 
the case.

“Through the joint efforts 
of the two agencies it resulted 
in indictments being issued 
and this arrest being made,” 
Detective Patterson said. 

According to the sheriffs 
office at least one other per¬ 
son was involved in the rob¬ 
bery and that person had a 
handgun during the robbery. 
It is not believed that Rice 
had a weapon, but alleged 
that she was involved in the 
heist. 

Rogers and Mathews made 
the uneventful arrest. Rice 
was transported to the Clark 
County Detention center and 
lodged there. 

At least one news source, 
The Winchester Sun, has 
indicated that the male sus¬ 
pect, who has not been iden¬ 
tified, may be out of the state 
and federal law enforcement 
may become involved in the 
case.

Accident claims one life, 
passenger seriously injured

A single car accident last 
Tuesday afternoon left a Clay 
City man dead and his pas¬ 
senger serious injured. It also 
has raised a few questions. 

Emergency personnel 
were called out just after 1:45 
p.m. to a one car accident on 
Hardwicks Creek Road, just 
across from the intersection 
with Kennon Lane. When 
they arrived they found a 
2004 Dodge Neon off the 
road and two people in the 
car. 

The driver, John David 
Martin, 27, was pronounced 
dead at the scene by Powell 
County Coroner Hondo 
Hearne. The passenger, 

Patricia Gail Adams, 39, was 
removed from the car with 
the help of the Jaws of Life. 

She was flown to the UK 
Medical Center. 

According to social media 
reports from friends and 
family, Adams suffered sev¬ 
eral serious injuries. She was 
initially listed in serious con¬ 



dition. 

According to local police, 
a witness said that the car 
was heading north, into Clay 
City and had just passed the 
Mt. Park Dragway. Then the 
vehicle crossed the centerline 
and went off the shoulder of 
the southbound lane, striking 
a tree. The reason for the 
crossing of the lanes is not 
known. 

Kentucky State Police 
were called in to work the 
accident, since it was a fatal 
accident and was located just 
over 150-200 feet outside the 
Clay City limits. 

KSP Trooper Joseph 
Zalone is still investigating 
the accident. 


Trail Life USA is ‘Standing in the Gap’ 

New organization helps boys 
and young men become leaders

Imagine an organization 
for boys and young men that 
teaches them things about 
the great outdoors, camping, 
fishing, life skills and even 
how to take care of others. 
Imagine a group that helps 
to build character and wel¬ 
comes all boys regardless of 
religion, race, national origin 
or socio-economic status. 

What? The Boy Scouts of 
America, you say? 

Now there is a new group 
that provides these skills and 
it is more Christian based. 

That group is Trail Life 
USA and a group of men in 
Powell County are trying to 
form a chapter here. 

The structure is similar to 
the Boy Scouts, but the main 
difference is the belief sys¬ 
tem that is followed. Back 
in May 2013 the BSAs 1,400 
voting members cast their 
ballots, with 61 percent vot¬ 
ing to allow gay youth to 
join the Scouts. That deci¬ 
sion ultimately has led many 
to believe that it also lifted 
the ban on gay Scout lead¬ 
ers. The vote was important 
because of a 2000 Supreme 
Court decision that stated the 
Scouts could set there own 
standards for admittance. 

Of the 100,000 scout chap¬ 
ters, some 70 percent accord¬ 
ing to the reports at the time 
of the May 2013 vote, were 
sanctioned by churches. So 
several groups were dissolved 
as church affiliations began 
to withdraw support for 
BSA chapters. Allowing gay 
leaders into an organization 
that had once upheld Godly 
beliefs, was too much to go 
along with. 

That is where Trail Life 
USA comes in. 

The group begin planning 
even as the BSA was voting 
to decide whether or not to 
change their policies. When 
that vote happened, the group 


held their first organizational 
meeting in Louisville in June 
2013 and over the next two 
months built up the organi¬ 
zation. The entire program 
rolled out nationwide in 
2014. 

“The organization was 
formed by a bunch of former 
Boy Scout leaders who just 
could not go along with the 
gay leaders being allowed in,” 
local Trail Life leader and 
former Cub Scout leader, 
Matthew Creech. “I was with 
the organization for sever¬ 
al years, but I could not go 
along with that decision.” 

Creechs reason is simple. 
The emphasis was taken 
away from God. But with 
Trail Life, God is the center- 
piece of the organization. 

The mission statement of 
the Trail Life USA organiza¬ 
tion simply states, “To guide 
generations of courageous 
young men to honor God, 
lead with integrity, serve oth¬ 
ers, and experience outdoor 
adventure.” 

The motto is even more 
direct. It is called “Walk 
Worthy” and uses Colossians 
1:10 from the Bible as its 
basis. The scripture encour¬ 
ages Christian believers to 
“walk worthy of the Lord, 
fully pleasing Him.” Their 
oath even highlights the 
Adventurers (9-12th Grade) 
and the Navigators (6-8th 
Grade) idea to “honor” and 
“serve God and my country, 
to respect authority, to be a 
good steward of creation, and 


to treat others as I want to be 
treated.” 

“We want to set up a chap¬ 
ter of Trail Life here and pick 
up where the scouts left off,” 
Creech said. “We have some 
good men ready to help. 
Bill Pelfrey is willing to help 
and we have Waites Lee as 
our Chaplain. But we could 
always use more volunteers 
to help.” 

The local chapter held an 
organizational meeting this 
month and are trying to set 
up another one in February. 
They will also have sign-ups 
for the new outdoor adven¬ 
ture group in February 
as well. The date will be 
announced soon. 

According to the Trail Life 
USA program in this orga¬ 
nization every adult leader 
signs a “Statement of Faith 
& Values.” Creech likes that 
idea. “We want to be able 
to work with the bios, teach 
them things, have fun and 
still be able to place God in 
what we do.” 

The local chapter will be 
chartered by Full Gospel 
Lighthouse Church located 
in Clay City. The meetings 
will be held there as well. 

“We are still looking for 
some volunteers so I hope we 
have some people come out 
and join us,” Creech added.

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Council to take closer look at budget

The time it took to com¬ 
plete the Stanton City 
Council meeting last Thurs¬ 
day one may have thought 
it was being held outdoors 
in the near zero wind chill 
weather. In just under 20 
minutes the council voted 
to re-approve a member to 
the Red River Wastewater 
Authority and took up sev¬ 
eral issues. 

The full council, with new 
member Paul Mallory in at¬ 
tendance, agreed with May¬ 
or Dale Allens suggestion of 
reappointing Aaron Marsee 
to the RRWWA board. Mar¬ 
see has been on the board 
since near its inception and 
is one of two representatives 
for the city. His original ap¬ 
pointment was up on Dec. 
31, 2014. The council voted 
6-0 to reappoint Marsee for 
four more years. His seat 
will come up again on Dec. 
31,2018. 

The council heard from 
resident James Martin of 
East College Avenue. Mar¬ 
tin has had problems in the 
past with the city sewer line 
stopping up in front of or 
near his home. It happened 
again a few days ago. 

“It has stopped up about 
four times this past year. 


No water can get out of the 
sinks or bathroom,” Martin 
told the council. “But the 
other day was worse than 
before. There was sewage 
running out of the manhole 
and into the ditches.” 

The line in question is a 
main sewer line that runs 
from Derickson Lane back 
into Stanton along East 
College Avenue. 

“We have worked on this 
before and when I went to 
look at it that night luckily 
Banks (Plumbing) was at 
the nursing home so I got 
them to help us,” Allen told 
the council. “It was stopped 
up. We had a camera run 
through the line last year 
and there is some grease 
build up on top of the line. 
Not sure if that is what 
caused this problem, but 
possibly.” 

Allen noted that the city 
had to be careful what type 
of degreaser they used to 
clean up the problem. Some 
types of degreaser actually 
kills the bacteria used at the 
sewage plant, Allen advised 
the council. 

“What we may have to do 
is get the line blown out and 
see if that helps,” Allen sug¬ 
gested. That seemed to be 
agreeable to Martin and the 
council. 

City Attorney Scott Gra¬ 


ham advised the council 
that the city’s appeal of a 
court decision in favor of al¬ 
lowing the suboxone clinic 
operate in the city, has been 
filed. The appeal brief was 
filed on Dec. 31. Graham 
told the council that from 
the beginning of the appeals 
process it could take up to 
18 months to hear anything 
from the state court of ap¬ 
peals. 

“It could be July or August 
before we hear anything, 
but I wanted to let you all 
know where we were on 
the appeal,” Graham said. 
He left a copy with the city 
clerk so the council could 
look at it if they choose to 
do so. 

Council member Tommy 
Mays brought up two sub¬ 
jects the council will now 
consider. The first dealt 
with whether or not the city 
clerks would still be accept¬ 
ing cash or if they would be 
like Clay City and take only 
checks, money orders or 
credit/debit cards. 

City Clerk Stephanie 
Faulkner noted that though 
there were still some people 
paying bills with cash, many 
had gone to the online or 
debit card method. 

But some council mem¬ 
bers are not in favor of cut¬ 
ting cash out of the payment 


equation. Councilman Lin- 
ville Bellamy noted that 
some people still use cash 
and may not use debit cards 
or even have bank accounts. 

“I agree (with Bellamy), 
it’s hard to tell someone 
‘NO’ for using cash,” coun¬ 
cilwoman Dixie Lockard 
added. 

The topic will be looked 
at more, Allen suggested, 
before a decision is made. 

The other topic Mays 
brought up was the city’s 


budget. According to Mays, 
despite the city’s income in¬ 
creasing by almost 10 per¬ 
cent, the budget is currently 
running over by 10 percent. 

“I think we need to take 
a look and review it more 
often,” mays said. “We don’t 
want to get in a bad situa¬ 
tion, so maybe we can re¬ 
view it, say each month, to 
make sure. We don’t want it 
to get away from us.” 

“You’re probably right, 
we need to look at it,” Allen 


agreed. “It won’t be too long 
before we start looking at 
the new budget.” 

Because budget issues 
can be lengthy, Graham 
suggested maybe holding 
a special meeting to look 
over the budget. The meet¬ 
ing could take two to three 
hours. The council agreed 
and will hold a special 
meeting at 5:30 p.m. on Jan. 
29. 


Fourth suspect arrested in Clark murder case that claimed Clay City woman’s life

A fourth suspect involved 
in the Dec. 23 home inva¬ 
sion and shootings at Ox¬ 
ford Drive is behind bars. 

Winchester Police De¬ 
partment Cpt. James Hall 
said Christopher Robinson, 
19 of Richmond, was ar¬ 
rested last Tuesday (Jan. 6) 
around noon and charged 
with murder and first-de¬ 
gree burglary. 

Hall said Robinson is one 
of three males who alleged¬ 
ly entered apartment on 
Oxford Drive and opened 
fire on the resident, Justin 
Meadows, and his guest, 
Crayvone Richie. 

The residents and sus¬ 
pects exchanged gunfire 
and a stray bullet went 
through the floor killing 
19-year-old Amber Caudi¬ 
ll of Powell County in the 
apartment below. 

Robinson sustained inju¬ 
ries during the exchange of 
gunfire and was dropped off 
at the Clark Regional Med¬ 
ical Center by 18-year-old 
Aaron Stailey of Richmond, 
another suspect who was 
identified using hospital 
surveillance footage. 

Robinson was transport¬ 
ed to the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Chandler Medical 


Center on Dec. 23 where 
he was treated for injuries 
and remained unidentified 
to the public until he was 
arrested. 

Hall said Robinson, Stai¬ 
ley and 20-year-old Lamont 
Wilkerson of Winchester, 
who are all charged with 
murder and first-degree 
burglary, were driven to 
the apartment complex 
and picked up by 18-year- 
old Lillian Barnett of Win¬ 
chester. Barnett is charged 
with complicity to murder. 

Stailey, Wilkerson and 
Barnett appeared in Clark 
County District Court for 
preliminary hearings last 
Wednesday. 

A judge found enough 
probable cause to support 
complicity to commit mur¬ 
der charges against a Bar¬ 
nett. She was described by 
police as the one who drove 
the other three suspects in 
the Dec. 23 shooting to the 
scene, dropped Robinson 
off at Clark Regional Med¬ 
ical Center after the shoot¬ 
ing and then took the other 
two, Wilkerson and Stailey, 
home. 

The entire incident, ac¬ 
cording to testimony from 
Winchester Police Sgt. Tom 
Beall, began as a robbery for 
marijuana from Meadows, 
who lived in the apartment 
47 at 250 Oxford Drive. 

During Barnett’s prelim¬ 


inary hearing, Beall said 
Robinson, Wilkerson and 
Stailey planned to steal 
the drugs from Meadows’ 
apartment. Earlier in the 
day, he said Barnett drove 
Wilkerson, her boyfriend, 
to Richmond where they 
picked up Stailey and Rob¬ 
inson before returning to 
Wilkerson’s apartment in 
Winchester where they got 
ski masks. 

The group then went to 
the apartment complex, 
Beall said. 

Barnett said she parked in 
the parking lot at the apart¬ 
ment complex and stayed 
there until the group re¬ 
turned. She went to Clark 
Regional Medical Center 
where they dropped Robin¬ 
son off, then went to Rich¬ 
mond by way of Lexington 
to return Stailey and finally 
came back to Winchester. 

Meadows told police he 
was home when he heard 
a knock on the door, Beall 
said. When he asked who 
was there, the people out¬ 
side gave a name but cov¬ 
ered the peephole on the 
door, Beall said. At that 
point, Meadows said he re¬ 
trieved his gun when they 
would not unblock the 
peephole. When Meadows 
opened the door, the said 
three men in masks rushed 
the door as he tried to slam 
it closed, but they forced 
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their way inside. 

Beall said Meadows fired 
one shot, which struck Rob¬ 
inson. He said Meadows 
was shot about seven times 
and his guest, Ritchie, was 
shot two or three times. 

One of the shots went 
through the floor and into 
apartment 43 where it 
struck and killed Caudill. 

Clark District Court 


Judge Earl-Ray Neal said 
he found there was proba¬ 
ble cause for the complici¬ 
ty charge and sent it to the 
grand jury. 

Wilkerson and Stailey 
were also scheduled to 
have preliminary hearings 
Wednesday, but they were 
continued until Jan. 14 
because Stailey’s attorney 
could not appear in court. 


Winchester Police Capt. 
James Hall said Robinson 
went back to the hospital 
Tuesday following his ar¬ 
rest and being lodged in 
the Clark County Deten¬ 
tion Center. Robinson has 
not been arraigned yet. All 
three are charged with mur¬ 
der and first-degree bur- 
glary.

For the first time in 70 years there’ll be 
not a single veteran of World War II sitting 
in the House of Representatives or in the 
Senate when 114th Congress convenes on 
January 3, 2015, the Association of Mature 
American Citizens notes. 

Michigan’s John Dingell, who is 88 years 
old, and 91-year-old Ralph Hall of Texas are 
the last of the Greatest Generation to serve. 

Dingell, a Democrat, enlisted in the U.S. 
Army in 1944 when he turned 18 and rose 
to the rank of Second Lieutenant. He was 
first elected to the House of Representatives 
in 1955 and holds the distinction of being 
the longest serving member of Congress. 

Navy Lieutenant Hall, a Republican, 


joined up in 1942 and was an aircraft car¬ 
rier pilot. He was elected to the House in 
1980 and has held his seat for 17 terms. 

Veterans’ advocate Seth Lynn, director of 
the independent Veterans Campaign, said 
“World War II, as awful as it was, broke 
down tons of barriers.” Those who served, 
he said, developed a “camaraderie that last¬ 
ed for the rest of their lives.” 

Representative Hall said the bond held 
firm among members of Congress who 
served in the Great War. “When we dif¬ 
fered on the issues, we respected each oth¬ 
er and chose to respectfully disagree. That 
was part of our military training and expe-

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Getting the House in order is focus of first week of the 2015 session

This past week marked 
the start of the 2015 Regu¬ 


lar Session of the Kentucky 
General Assembly. This 
years session we are only 
scheduled to meet for 30- 
days, and we spent the first 
week more or less getting 
the House of Representa¬ 
tives in order. 

One of our first respon¬ 
sibilities was to elect the 
individuals who will lead 
our caucus for the next two 
years. These are important 
and crucial roles, not only 
for our caucus but the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly as a whole. 
As a member of the House 
Republican Caucus, the 
people we selected, Rep. Jeff 
Hoover as our Floor Leader, 
Rep. Stan Lee as our Caucus 


Chair, and Rep. Jim DeCe- 
sare as our Whip, will not 
only work with us on legis¬ 
lation to help our counties 
and local communities, but 
also seek to accomplish the 
goals we have to make Ken¬ 
tucky better by reaching 
across the aisle in a biparti¬ 
san manner. 

Another item taken care 
of this week is committee 
assignments. These assign¬ 
ments are of great impor¬ 
tance to you, and not only 
reflect where we can use 
our experience and back¬ 
ground but also to better 
represent the needs of our 
districts. For example a 
legislator who has extensive 


background in farming, or 
a lawmaker who owns their 
own business, could be a 
wealth of knowledge to the 
House Committee on Agri¬ 
culture and Small Business. 

While this years legisla¬ 
tion session runs only 30 
days, we have much work to 
do in Frankfort to address 
some crucial issues. One 
is addressing the growing 
scourge of heroin in our 
Commonwealth. Its use has 
increased as we have helped 
crack down on the illegal 
prescription drug trade. 
According to the State 
Medical Examiners Office, 
nearly 30 percent of the au¬ 
topsies they performed in 


2013 on deaths attributed to 
drug overdoses were caused 
by heroin, double the num¬ 
ber from the year before. 

We hope to also tackle 
issues related to job cre¬ 
ation, including passage of 
public-private partnership 
and broadband expansion 
legislation, and also ad¬ 
dress the unfunded liability 
in the Kentucky Teachers 
Retirement System. House 
Bill 1 for this session is fo¬ 
cused on local option sales 
tax, which means local vot¬ 
ers could decide whether 
to allow a temporary sales 
tax increase of up to one 
percent to pay for local in¬ 
frastructure projects.

The first bill that hit the floor was Senate Bill 5, legisla¬ 
tion tackling the heroin epidemic sweeping through our 
state. The bill provides an additional $13.3 million for her¬ 
oin treatment programs and requires increased reporting 
so that the effectiveness of the programs can be monitored. 
Other provisions will allow first responders to adminis¬ 
ter naloxone, a medication which can sometimes prevent 
death from a heroin overdose; allows law enforcement to 
waive certain charges against suspects who voluntarily 
warn officers that they are carrying needles; and requires 
convicted trafficking offenders to serve 50 percent of their 
sentences before being eligible for parole. 


Immediately upon the passage of the Heroin Bill, we 
took up Senate Bill 1, or Right-to-Work legislation. After 
discussion on the floor, the Senate passed the bill, giving 
Kentucky another tool when recruiting industries to locate 
in the Commonwealth and create jobs. As the law stands 
now, Kentucky is eliminated in the first round by a large 
majority of businesses because they will not set up or even 
consider locating in a state that is not “right-to-work.” 

Friday the Senate passed two more bills. Senate Bill 2 
would addresses a current imbalance of power regard¬ 
ing regulations that can be implemented by the executive 
branch without legislative oversight. This bill would es¬ 
tablish a system for legislators to have oversight on exec¬ 
utive administrative regulations and ensure that they are 
in keeping with Kentucky statutes. If it passes this session, 
Kentucky voters will have the opportunity to cast their vote 
on the issue since it would be an amendment to the Ken¬ 
tucky constitution. 

Senate Bill 4, a pro-life bill, was voted out of the Senate 
on Friday This measure would establish a face-to-face con¬ 
sultation with a physician, or “informed consent” between 
the patient and physician take place before a medical pro¬ 
cedure to perform an abortion can occur. I was proud that 
the committee I chair, Veterans, Military Affairs and Pub¬ 
lic Protection, was the committee that quickly heard and 
sent this pro-life measure to the Senate floor for the vote. 

Our first week of action emphasizes that this Senate is 
determined to deliver progress and make changes by pro¬ 
viding legislation that helps create jobs and strengthens 
Kentucky families. 


Please continue to follow the action of the legislature and 
let us know your support for these measures.

Cold Stress and 
Newborn Calves 
Beef cattle producers 
constantly get caught with 
early calving and bad/cold 
weather. Producers have 
already reported having 
problems out in the field 
with newborn calves. When 
the weather is predicted to 
be bitterly cold, producers 
should take extra care of 
newborn calves to ensure 
their survival. A calf’s body 
temperature often falls be¬ 
low normal in extremely 
cold conditions due to a 
slow or difficult birth (dys¬ 
tocia) followed by delayed 
standing and nursing. Re¬ 
turning the calf’s core body 
temperature to normal 
(100° F for newborn calves) 
then maintaining that core 
temperature is of primary 
importance. If at all pos¬ 
sible, bring close-up cows 
indoors to calve in a heavily 
bedded, clean pen. 

If calving outdoors, make 
sure there is dry, clean 
ground available for the 
cows to calve without a 
large amount of manure. 
If the cow calves outdoors, 
bring the calf in until warm 
and dry if the calf is show¬ 
ing signs of hypothermia or 
if there are no natural wind¬ 
breaks available. 

There are two types of 
hypothermia: exposure 

(gradual) and immersion 
(acute). Exposure hypo¬ 
thermia is the steady loss of 
body heat in a cold environ¬ 
ment through breathing, 
evaporation and lack of ad¬ 
equate hair coat, body flesh 
or weather protection. This 
type of hypothermia affects 
all classes of livestock but 
particularly affects young, 


old and thin animals. 

Immersion hypothermia 
is the rapid loss of body heat 
due to a wet, saturated hair 
coat in a cold environment. 
Immersion hypothermia 
often occurs after the birth¬ 
ing process because the calf 
is born soaked with uter¬ 
ine fluids. Other causes of 
immersion hypothermia of 
young calves may include 
being born in deep snow or 
on wet ground, falling into 
a creek or being saturated 
from heavy rains followed 
by chilling winds. 

Signs of Hypothermia 

Faced with a cold envi¬ 
ronment, the body defends 
itself in two ways: shivering, 
to increase muscle heat pro¬ 
duction, and blood shunt¬ 
ing, to reduce heat loss by 
diverting blood flow away 
from the body extremities 
to the body core. 

Mild hypothermia occurs 
as the body’s core tempera¬ 
ture drops below normal 
(approximately 100° F. for 
beef calves). In the early 
stages, vigorous shivering is 
usually accompanied by in¬ 
creased pulse and breathing 
rates. In the case of new¬ 
born calves, severe shiver¬ 
ing may interfere with its 
ability to stand and suckle. 
Erratic behavior, confusion 
and a clumsy gait, are all 
signs of mild hypothermia. 
Producers often refer to 
these as “dummy” calves. 

Severe hypothermia 
results as the body tem¬ 
perature drops below 94° 
F. Cold nostrils and pale, 
cold hooves are early signs 
that blood is being shunt¬ 
ed away from the body’s 
extremities. Paleness is 
due to poor oxygenation 
of the tissues near the body 
surface. Decreased blood 
circulation in the muscles 
of extremities results in a 
buildup of acid metabo¬ 
lites (waste products). Af¬ 
ter the shivering stops, it is 
replaced by muscle rigidity. 


The pulse and respiration 
rates begin to slow as the 
body core cools to 88° F. 
Below a core temperature 
of 94° F, the vital organs are 
beginning to get cold. As 
the brain cools, brain cell 
metabolism slows, resulting 
in impaired brain function. 
The level of consciousness 
deteriorates to eventual un¬ 
consciousness. Below 86° 
F., signs of life are very dif¬ 
ficult to detect and the calf 
may be mistaken for dead. 
The pupils of the eyes will 
be dilated and fixed. The 
pulse may be undetectable. 
Occasional gasps of respira¬ 
tion at a rate as low as four 
or five per minute may be 
the only clue that the calf 
is still alive. Heart failure 
is often the actual cause of 
death. 

Treatment of 

Hypothermia 

The two most important 
factors in calf survival are 
warmth and colostrum. 
Before giving colostrum, a 
chilled calf first needs to be 


warmed as these newborns 
are typically too weak to 
suckle. Karo syrup (dark 
is preferred) delivered by 
mouth to a weak calf is 
a quick source of readily 
available energy and is rap¬ 
idly absorbed through the 
mucosa in the mouth into 
the bloodstream. Effective 
methods to warm a calf in¬ 
clude: 

Floor board heaters of 
pickup trucks. 

Submersion of wet calves 
in a warm bath-you must 
support the calf to pre¬ 
vent drowning. The wa¬ 
ter should be gradually 
warmed to 100° F and will 
need to be changed to keep 
it at that temperature. 

Placing calves next to the 
heater in the house and/or 
using a blow dryer to dry 
and warm the hair coat. 
Never leave calves unat¬ 
tended next to a portable 
space heater. 

Placing the calf under a 
heat lamp-be careful to cov¬ 
er the lamp with a screen so 
the calf will not get burned 


as it becomes more active. 
Do not leave the calf unat¬ 
tended. 

Warm blankets-These 
should not be so hot that 
they can cause skin burns. 
Change the blankets as 
needed to maintain a con¬ 
sistent temperature and not 
allow the calf to cool off. 

Hot box or warming box- 
the temperature should not 
be so high that burns could 
result. Some type of vent¬ 
ing is necessary to prevent 
buildup of carbon mon¬ 
oxide and moisture. Air 
movement is also important 
to ensure thorough warm¬ 
ing of the calf and prevent 
hot spots in a warming box. 

Warm IV fluids may be 
administered by a veteri¬ 
narian. 

Once the calf has been 
warmed, provide colos¬ 
trum and maintain body 
temperature. Colostrum 
is a concentrated source of 
protein, vitamins, minerals 
and energy and also con¬ 
tains life-saving antibod¬ 
ies to disease. If the calf is 
unwilling to suck, use of an 
esophageal feeder is recom¬ 
mended to deliver colos¬ 
trum. If it is not possible 
to milk the dam, commer¬ 
cial powdered colostrum 
replacement products are 
available. Calves should 
be fed colostrum as soon 
as possible after the suckle 
reflex has returned-gener- 
ally within the first 6 hours 
after birth but ideally within 
1-2 hours after birth. Once 
the calf is warm and fed, 
move it back to its moth¬ 
er. It is important that they 
have a place to get out of the 
wind; a draft free place to go 
during extreme wind chill 
days/nights. 

Other Tips on Dealing 
with Livestock in Extreme 
Cold 

Water is critical. Live¬ 
stock need water to main¬ 
tain their health and im¬ 
mune system. Lactating 


animals have a higher need 
for water than young stock 
and mammals in their dry 
period. Livestock will re¬ 
duce their consumption of 
feed and produce less milk 
if they don’t have water 
available. Check your water 
source several times a day. 
It’s vital for the health and 
production of your animals. 
In addition, consumption of 
salt without water available 
can result in salt poisoning 
which often results in death 
of the animal. 

Cold temperatures will 
increase maintenance ener¬ 
gy needs. Producers either 
need to increase their ani¬ 
mals’ feed intake or increase 
the energy density of the 
diet by feeding higher qual¬ 
ity hay or adding grain to 
the ration. Consider sepa¬ 
rating younger and thinner 
animals that may not have 
the same internal insula¬ 
tion as conditioned older 
animals and supplement 
them accordingly or offer 
them higher quality forage 
if available. 

Take care of yourself too. 
Keep an extra set of clothes 
and a blanket in your truck. 
If you get wet while doing 
chores, being able to change 
into dry clothes quickly 
could be the difference be¬ 
tween finishing chores with 
just a nuisance - or getting 
hypothermia. An extra pair 
of dry boots is a great plan 
too. Let someone know 
when you are going out and 
always take a cell phone in 
the event of an emergency. 
If you get into trouble, then 
you can’t be the caregiver of 
your livestock that you want 
to be. 

Cattle prices continue to 
be high and cattle produc¬ 
ers certainly want to save 
every calf they can. This 
time of year, it is a constant 
struggle there on the farm. 
Keep warm and keep safe!

The Robinson Scholars Program at the University of Ken¬ 
tucky is currently accepting applications for its high school 
leadership program through Tuesday, Jan. 20, at 4:30 p.m. 

To be eligible, applicants must be in the freshman year 
of high school, reside in one of the 29 eastern Kentucky 
counties in the Robinson Scholars service area, and be first 
generation students with an interest in obtaining a 4-year 
college degree. First generation students are those whose 
parents or legal guardians do not hold 4-year college de¬ 
grees. 

Those selected to be Robinson Leaders are eligible to 
participate free of charge in college preparation activi¬ 
ties, leadership development, cultural trips, and summer 
camps provided by the Robinson Scholars Program. Those 
accepted will also be eligible to apply for the Robinson 
Scholarship, which is a full scholarship to the University 
of Kentucky. 

Applicants are selected based on factors such as academ¬ 
ic achievement, participation in community service, ex¬ 
tracurricular activities, personal enrichment, and need for 
financial aid. Some scoring preference is also given to low 
income students but low income status is not necessary if 
students meet the criteria of high school freshman status, 
first generation, and residence in the service region. 

About 87 Robinson Leaders will be chosen from the 
29-county service region for the 2015 cohort. Of the 87 
Leaders chosen, 29 students (one from each county) will 
be awarded a Robinson Scholarship at the conclusion of 
the junior year of high school. 

Robinson Leaders are also eligible for other financial aid 
provided by Robinson Scholars, such as second tier schol¬ 
arships to UK, reimbursement for test fees and college 
classes taken during high school, and waiver of the appli¬ 
cation fee to the University of Kentucky 

“Students who participate in our novel enrichment pro¬ 
gram are well prepared for success in college,” said Jeff 
Spradling, director of Robinson Scholars. “The young 
people in our program show leadership in their schools, 
communities, and on UK’s campus, and we are very appre¬ 
ciative of our opportunities to help eastern Kentucky’s first 
generation students prepare for success in college and life.”

Have you ever donated 
blood? The American Red 
Cross, the largest blood col¬ 
lection organization in the 
United States, works across 
the nation to collect blood 
to help others in need. Ev¬ 
ery year, about 9.2 million 
people donate blood. It is 
estimated that about 20 per¬ 
cent of those volunteers are 
donating for the first time. 

In the United States, ap¬ 
proximately 41,000 units of 
blood are needed every day. 
The average transfusion 
needs around three pints of 
blood, but a person in a car 
accident may need as many 
as 100 pints of blood. Blood 
Type O is the most request¬ 
ed type of blood. People 
who have O-negative blood 
are considered to be univer¬ 
sal donors; their blood can 
be used for people with any 
blood type. Unfortunately, 
only 7 percent of the people 
in the United States have 
this type of blood. Blood 
cannot be made by a man¬ 
ufacturer - it can only be 
donated - so donors of all 
blood types are needed. 

How does blood donation 
work? 

Donating blood is a great 
way to help others in need. 
There are 4 steps in the pro¬ 
cess: 

Registration: The begin¬ 
ning of the blood donation 
process includes checking 
in and filling out the neces¬ 
sary paperwork. 


Medical history/ 

mini-physical: Every do¬ 
nor reviews their medi¬ 
cal history and is given a 
mini-physical to make sure 
it is safe to give blood. The 
mini-physical includes 
checking body temperature, 
blood pressure, pulse and 
hemoglobin level. 

Donation: This part 

usually takes no more than 
10 to 12 minutes. The do¬ 
nation is usually about 1 
pint of blood. (The average 
adult has approximately 10 
pints.) 

Refreshments: While re¬ 
covering from the donation 
there are various refresh¬ 
ments to drink and eat. 

Any information shared 
during donations with the 
American Red Cross is kept 
confidential. 

There are actually four 
different types of products 
from blood that can be used 
in transfusions: red blood 
cells, platelets, plasma, and 
cryoprecipitate. When a 
person donates blood usu¬ 
ally two or three of these 
products are separated out. 
This is why one donation 
can help save multiple lives. 
Although the donation 
does have to be used rather 


quickly, most donated red 
blood cells have to be used 
within 42 days of collection. 
Platelets actually need to be 
used within 5 days. Both 
the plasma and the cryopre¬ 
cipitate can be frozen and 
stored for use up to a year 
after donation. 

The body is amazing. If 
a person has healthy bone 
marrow, whatever has been 
donated can be replaced 
with new blood. If you are 
able, donating blood can be 
a great way to give back to 
others in need. The main 
reason volunteers donate is 
to help others. January may 
be agreat time for you to do¬ 
nate blood and help others.

Coconut Rice Pudding 
Tanna Andrews, Ravenna 

2 1/2 cups reduced-fat milk 
1 13.5oz can light coconut milk (not 
cream of coconut) 

1/2 cup sugar 
1 cup arborio rice 
1/2 cinnamon stick 

1 cup dried apricots, chopped (option¬ 
al) 

1/4 cup pistachios, chopped 

In a 5-6 quart slow cooker, whisk to¬ 
gether the milk, coconut milk and sugar. 
Stir in the rice and cinnamon stick. 

Cook, covered, until the rice is tender 
and the mixture has thickened, 2 to 2 1/2 
hours on high. Discard the cinnamon 
stick and stir in the apricots (if using). 
Sprinkle with the pistachios before serv¬ 
ing. 

5 minutes prep time, total cook time 2 
hours 33 minutes. Serves 6. 

Sausage, Potato and 
Onion-stuffed Peppers 
Tanna Andrews, Ravenna 

1 (14.5oz) can crushed tomatoes 
1 tsp. dried oregano 
Kosher salt and pepper 
4 large red bell peppers 
1 small onion, chopped 
1 small potato (about 6oz), diced 
1 cup fresh flat-leaf parsley, rough 
chopped 

1/4 tsp crushed red pepper (optional) 

1 lb Italian sausage, casings removed 

In a 5 to 6 quart slow cooker, combine 
the crushed tomatoes, oregano, and 1/4 
tsp each salt and pepper. 

If the peppers do not sit upright, slice 
a very thin piece off the bottom. Fine¬ 
ly chop the pieces and place in a large 
bowl. Add the onion, potato, parsley and 
crushed red pepper (if using) to the bowl 
and toss to combine. Add the sausage 
and mix to incorporate. 

Using a paring knife at a slight angle, 
cut the tops off the peppers; discard the 
seeds. Spoon the sausage mixture (about 
1 cup each) into the peppers. 

Arrange the peppers upright in the 
slow cooker and place the tops over the 
filling. Cook, covered, until the sausage is 
cooked through and the peppers are ten¬ 
der, 5 to 6 hours on low or 3 to 4 hours 
on high. Using two large spoons, transfer 
the peppers to plates, letting any excess 
liquid drain into the sauce. Stir the sauce 
and serve with the peppers. 

20 minutes prep time, total cook time 4 
hours 20 minutes or 6 hours 20 minutes. 
Serves 4. 

Applesauce Spice Cake 
Tanna Andrews, Ravenna 

2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 tsp baking soda 
1 tsp ground cinnamon 
1 1/2 tsp ground ginger 
1/4 tsp ground cloves 
1/8 tsp kosher salt 


“Recwes 

1/2 cup (1 stick) unsalted butter, at 
room temperature 
1/2 cup granulated sugar 
1/2 cup firmly packed dark brown sug¬ 
ar 

2 large eggs 

1 cup unsweetened applesauce 
1 tsp pure vanilla extract 
Confectioners sugar and ice cream, for 
serving 

Place a 15-in. piece of parchment paper 
in the bowl of a 5 to 6 quart slow cooker, 
letting the excess come up the sides. In a 
large bowl, whisk together the flour, bak¬ 
ing soda, cinnamon, ginger, cloves and 
salt. 

Using an electric mixer, beat the but¬ 
ter, granulated sugar and brown sugar in 
a large bowl until light and fluffy, about 

3 minutes. Beat in the eggs one at a time, 
then the applesauce and vanilla (the mix¬ 
ture will look curdled). Reduce the mixer 
speed to low and gradually add the flour 
mixture, mixing until just incorporated. 

Transfer the batter to the prepared 
slow cooker and cook, covered, until set 
and a wooden pick inserted in the center 
comes out clean, 2 to 2 1/2 hours on high. 

Holding the parchment, transfer the 
cake to a rack and let cool for at least 15 
minutes. Dust with the confectioners 
sugar and serve with ice cream, if desired. 

15 minute prep time, total cook time 2 
hours 45 minutes. Serves 10. 

Beef Soft Tacos with Pineapple 
Salsa 

1 large red onion 

1 1/2 lb flank steak, cut crosswise into 

4 pieces 

1 tbsp chili powder 
1 tsp ancho chili powder (optional) 

1/2 pineapple (about 2 lb), peeled, 
cored, and cut into 1/2 inch pieces 
Kosher salt and pepper 

1 jalapeno pepper (seeded for less heat, 
if desired), thinly sliced 

2 tbsp fresh lime juice 
1 avocado, diced 

1/2 cup fresh cilantro 
8 small flour tortillas, warmed 

Chop 3/4 of the onion and refriger¬ 
ate the rest until ready to use. In a 5 to 6 
quart slow cooker, toss the chopped on¬ 
ion, beef, chili powder, ancho chili pow¬ 
der (if using), half the pineapple, 1/2 tsp 
salt and 1/4 tsp pepper. 

Cook, covered, until the meat is tender 
and shreds easily, 7 to 8 hours on low or 4 
to 5 hours on high. 

When the beef has 25 minutes left to 
cook, thinly slice the remaining onion. In 
a medium bowl, toss the onion, jalapeno, 
lime juice, remaining pineapple, and 1/4 
tsp each salt and pepper; fold in the avo¬ 
cado and cilantro. 

Using two forks, shred the meat, then 
stir it into the cooking liquid. Fill the tor¬ 
tillas with the beef mixture and top with 
the pineapple salsa. 

Prep time lo minutes, total cook time 
5hours 10 minutes or 8 hours 10 min¬ 
utes. Serves 4.

Encouraging word: Only answers satisfy 


H Sometime after I retired, 
I went, as I usually do, with 
a sense of expectation to 
church one Sunday morning. 
For me, it turned out to be 
an interesting—and a some¬ 
what unusual-—experience. 
Howard Coop p or several weeks, our pas- 
Guest Columnist tor had been working with a 
young man who was near¬ 
ing the end of his seminary 
training. As part of that work, the young man had 
been invited to preach at our church that morning. 

At the appointed time, the pastor gracefully pre¬ 
sented the young man to the congregation, and the 


young man proudly arose, walked confidently to the 
pulpit, and began his sermon. 

The introduction the young man had prepared for 
his sermon was interesting. To get the attention of 
the people, he posed a profound question to the con¬ 
gregation, not a bad way to begin a sermon. From 
what I observed, the question accomplished its pur¬ 
pose, for the congregation---for a few minutes-—was 
attentive. Then, for twenty-five minutes, the congre¬ 
gation listened and became less and less interested. 

As the sermon unfolded, paragraph after paragraph 
was composed of one question after another. After 
a few minutes, the long series of questions caught 
my attention, and I began to listen for---but did not 
hear—a single affirmative statement. Finally, the 


young man ended the sermon with a final question 
addressed to the congregation. 

As I reflecting upon that Sunday morning experi¬ 
ence, I recalled a statement by G. K. Chesterton, an 
English writer of the later nineteenth century and 
early twentieth century, “We have found all the ques¬ 
tions that can be found. It is time we stopped looking 
for questions and started looking for answers.” In 
everyday life, there are more than enough questions, 
but most folk want something more than questions. 
Whether in the pew on Sunday morning or dealing 
with a challenging problem at work on Monday 
morning, only answers to life’s questions that give 
guidance and point life in the right direction satisfy.

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Pirates bounce back with three straight victories

The Powell County Boys 
Basketball team had fallen 
on hard times. The Pirates 
had lost eight of their last 
nine games including a 
tough loss to district rival 
Estill County Head Coach 
Ryan Whitaker needed to 
mixed things up and he 
shook up the starting lineup 
beginning with last Tues¬ 
days game at Jackson City. 

The Pirates had defeat¬ 
ed the Tigers earlier in the 
season but Jackson City had 
improved. Powell played 
well with the new starters 
and new rotation. The Pi¬ 
rates built a double digit 
lead over the Tigers. Powell 
led by 15 points in the third 
quarter. The Pirates got a 
little comfortable with the 
big lead and Jackson City 
made a comeback. The Pi¬ 
rates converted their free 
throws down the stretch 
and won the game 65 - 60 
on the road. 

Powell squared off last 
Friday at home against dis¬ 
trict foe Lee County. Lee has 
been struggling this season 
with only one victory. The 
Pirates scored the first eight 
points of the game on a bas¬ 
ket by Austin Napier and 
two baskets by Max Her¬ 
nandez. Bradley Cornett 


and Hernandez each made 
a free throw to add to the 
Pirate start. 

Lee hit a three and Napier 
answered with a three of his 
own. Brad Smith hit a wide 
open three pointer, Tyler 
Carter hit a free throw and 
Napier made another basket 
to put Powell up 17 - 3. Lee 
hit another three and Kory 
Freeman scored a basket for 
the Pirates. Lee made a two 
and Carter made another 
free throw. Powell led 20-8 
after the first quarter. 

The Pirates Hernan¬ 
dez made a jump shot and 
Jonathon Rose made a free 
throw to start the scoring 
in the second quarter to 
put Powell up by 15 points. 
The Pirates continued to 
increase their lead in the 
quarter. Nate Brooks and 
Mikey Lindon both scored 
for the Pirates to bring the 
lead to 19 points. Lee scored 
the final four points of the 
half, but Powell led 41 - 26. 

Lee scored the first seven 
points of the third quarter 
to cut the lead down to just 
eight points. Lindon and 
Brooks made shots for the 
Pirates Smith made a run¬ 
ner in the lane to put Powell 
back ahead 48 - 33. 

At the 4:41 mark of third 
quarter Lees head coach 
was given two techni¬ 
cals and ejected from the 
game. Smith hit all four free 


throws and Powell led by 
19 points again. Lee battled 
back to cut the lead to 59 
- 49 at the end of the third 
quarter. 

Lee continued to play 
hard but Powell was just too 
much. 

Hernandez scored 10 
points in the final quarter 
to help the Pirates win by 
the score of 82 - 67. Max 
Hernandez led Powell in 
scoring with 18 points. 
Brad Smith added 13 points 
and Mikey Lindon had nine 
points. Derrick Robinson 
and Bradley Cornett both 
chipped in eight points for 
Powell. 

The Pirates hosted Ma¬ 
goffin County on Saturday 
night. The game was a close 
one throughout. 

Powell led late in the 
game but Magoffin ral¬ 
lied to take the lead by two 
with less than two minutes 
to play. Mikey Lindon hit 
a three pointer with one 
minute to go to put Powell 
ahead to stay. Brad Smith 
made two free throws and 
Lindon got a steal and a 
basket to put Powell ahead 
by five points with :30 to 
play. Bradley Cornett made 
two free throws and Powell 
escaped with a win, 59 - 54. 

The three wins last week 
brings Powell to an overall 
record of 7 - 9 and 2 - 1 in 
district play.

The Lady Pirates re¬ 
grouped at halftime. They 
chipped away at the lead 
and tied the game up forc¬ 
ing an overtime period. In 
that extra time Branham 
scored five of her 16 points, 
including a timely three 


pointer to help Powell es¬ 
cape with a 72-67 win. 

Peck led the way for Pow¬ 
ell with 23 points, followed 
by Branham and Shayla 
Lindon with 12. Spencer 
chipped in nine points, 
Breanna Elam added eight 
and Savannah Hamilton 
tossed in four points. Jack- 
son City had four players 
in double figures, but could 
not stop Powell. 

Last Friday night, an¬ 
other boys/girls district 
doubleheader opened with 
the Lady Pirates hosting 
Lee County. Despite some 
tough play from both sides, 
the score was tied 18-18 
at the half. Powell fought 
off the Lady Kats as they 
tried to claw out a victo¬ 
ry. But Powell was able to 
hit the shots when needed 
and shut down Lees biggest 
gun. Powell won a tight 
one, 44-36. 

The Lady Pirates were led 
by Peck with 17 points and 


Branham with 13. Ham¬ 
ilton added eight, while 
Spencer, Dakota Brown and 
Haleigh Bauer each tossed 
in a deuce for Powell. 

Hannah Kash led Lee 
with 12 points. Lees big 
gun, Johan Walker had 11 
points, all of those scored 
in the first half. Powells de¬ 
fense held her scoreless in 
the second half. 

The win gave Powell a 3-0 
district record. All of the 
other district teams, Estill, 
Lee and Owsley, have 1-2 
records in district play. 

Then came Saturdays 
game, a home contest with 
Magoffin County.
